On Tuesday night, a resident who 
wants to open a day care center for 150 
children brought her latest plans before 
the Planning Board for comments—and 
was not encouraged by what she heard. 

Gwen Hedrick, a kindergarten teacher 
who hopes to open her center in a build- 
ing proposed for construction on the old 
Frontage Road Knights of Columbus par- 
cel, will be applying to the Zoning Board 
of Appeals for a necessary special per- 
mit on April 3. ZBA chairman Wesley 
Whitney had asked the Planning Board 
to review the site plan and forward its 
recommendations to his board before 


that date. 

Attorney Phillip Sullivan, on behalf of 
land owner Gus Sheehy, presented pre- 
liminary plans for a two-story buil 
which would conform to the setback 
dimensional requirements of its Single 
Residence C zoning. The building wouid 
be erected on a one-and-one-half-acre lot, 
he said, and served by a septic system. 
Hedrick’s operation, Cuddlecare, Inc., 
would lease the ground floor; the use of 
the second had not yet been determined, 
although Sullivan indicated that Sheehy

The David Shack Memorial Lectureship will sponsor an 
evening with Professor David S. Wyman to discuss his 
book, ‘“The Abandonment of the Jews: America and the 
Holocaust, 1941-1945’’ at Temple Emanuel, 7 Haggetts 
Pond Road, Andover, on Sunday, April 13, at 7:30 p.m. 

The book examines the response of the American people 
and their government to the Nazi extermination of the 
Jews during World War II. The narrative moves through 
three stages opening with the developments that led to the 
Allied world’s realization that a plan of systematic annihi- 
lation of the Jews was underway. 

The second segment deals with the ensuing struggle by 
Jewish groups, with some non-Jewish help, to persuade 
the Roosevelt Administration and Congress to take steps 
toward rescue. Finally, in January 1944, Roosevelt issued 
an executive order creating a government rescue agency, 
the War Refugee Board. 

The third part of the book examines the WRB’s actions 
from January 1944 through the end of the war. Its achieve- 
ments were substantial although handicapped by the 
small government commitment.

Septic System 
Soil Testing 
Underway 


Soil testing for installation of sep- 
tic systems has begun, according to 
Director of Public Health Everett F. 
Penney. The Board of Health re- 
quires two soil tests before it will is- 
sue a septic system permit and 
building permit. 

The soil tests measure the maxi- 
mum high groundwater elevation 
(deep hole tests) and the porosity of 
the soil (percolation tests) in areas 
where subsurface sewage disposal 
(septic) systems would be installed, 
Penney explains. 

Deep hole tests are conducted dur- 
ing the months of March and April 


only. Percolation tests may be run at 
any time, except during December, 
January, February and March. Ap- 
pointments for the tests can be made 
by calling the health department. 
Penney recommends that appoint- 
ments be made early. 

‘“‘We’ve been witnessing about 250 
to 300 lots tested each of the past two 
years and we expect the scheduling 
to be tight again this year,’”’ the 
health director says. ‘‘Many individ- 
uals and contractors wait too long to 
book these tests and find themselves 
unable to get building permits be- 
cause they have no soil test results.”’

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Amblyopia Screening Scheduled 


The Andona Society has been conducting a 
program for amblyopia vision testing in And- 
over since 1967. This program is part of the And- 
over Public Schools’ Early Childhood Screening 
given to children before entry into kindergarten. 

Amblyopia, more commonly referred to as 
lazy eye, affects as much as five percent of the 
general population. It is characterized by re- 
duced or dimmed vision in one or both eyes with- 
out any apparent disease. It is often cause by 
muscle imbalance in the eyes. One eye may turn 
out or in while the other sees straight, so two 
images are sent to the brain. To avoid confusion, 
the brain ignores the message from one of the 
eyes, thus gradually weakening that eye. If this 
condition is not detected before the child is six or 
seven, it becomes permanent and untreatable. 

For the past 19 years the screening procedure 
has been the Snellen E Test, in which the child is 
asked to use his fingers to show which way the E 
points. This year, a new test, the Random Dot E, 
will be introduced in the program. It is a modern 
scientific technique recently developed to eval- 
uate depth perception related to visual acuity.

The child wears a pair of ‘‘special” or ‘“‘magic’’ 
glasses which look like sungalsses. The examin- 
er holds up a series of two small cards and asks 
the child to point to the card on which he sees 
the hidden E. The E can only be seen through 
the glasses if both eyes are working together. 
The Random Dot E is quick, easy and highly 
accurate. It will be used in conjunction with the 
Snellen E in order to provide the greatest possi- 
ble accuracy in the test results. 

Amblyopia is treatable if it is detected early 
enough. All children between the ages of three 
and six sould be screened for this condition. 
Screening will be held at the Shawsheen Early 
Childhood Center for prekindergarten children 
only on April 4, 11, 18 and May 2 from 8 a.m. to 
9:30 a.m., 10 a.m. to 11:30 a.m. and 12:30 p.m. to 
2 p.m. 

Open screening for three and four year olds 
and screening of older children will be held June 
24 from 9 a.m. to 11 a.m. and 1 p.m. to 2 p.m. at 
the Shawsheen Center.

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Andover Native Honored 


Alan K. Thompson, a native of Andover, was 
awarded the Certificate of Achievement in rec- 
ognition of outstanding leadership by Secretary 
of the Army John O. Marsh, Jr., during a Penta- 
gon ceremony. 

The Department of the Army Committee for 
Leadership recently conducted a Leadership Fo- 
rum, formally highlighting the Army’s 1985 
theme of “‘Leadership.” , 

At the suggestion of Marsh, leadership stories 
were solicited Army-wide. Afer nearly 300 suc- 
cess stories were screened, five nominations 
were selected for recognition in enlisted, officer, 
civilian and organization categories.

The distibution center pian calls for the re- 
placement of several older buildings with one 
new building. To accommodate the new build- 
ing, it was necessary to buy land from the adja- 
cent Capital City Airport, which is owned and 
operated by the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
Department of Transportation. 

Thompson, who is in charge of the engineering 
aspects of the Easter Distribution Center pro- 
ject, worked hard to establish and maintain rap- 
port with federal and state officials, local media 
and area residents. Although the Pennsylvania 
Department of Transportation was initially re- 
luctant to sell, he eventually negotiated the sale 
of the land at the 1936 purchase price of $11,600, 
resulting in a savings of $273,400. 

But, Thompson’s involvement did not end 
there. The Federal Aviation Administration 
warned that if access roads to the new distribu- 
tion center were constructed as planned, they 
would interfere with the required airspace of 
one runway. Thompson supervised a layout revi- 
sion that was satisfactory to everyone involved. 

‘Because of Thompson’s hard work, dedica- 
tion and thoroughness, the Eastern Distribution 
Center Sap ape is on schedule and its cost re- 
mains well within the appropriated budget,”’ 
said Schmidt. 

During the Pentagon ceremony, Marsh said 
that Thompson set an example ‘“‘by using profes- 
sional competence, stamina, the element of 
competition and a positive attitude to overcome 
some adverse circumstances.”’

Since its beginnings 25 years ago, the Merri- 
mack Valley Philharmonic has dedicatd itself to 
the education and musical advancement of stu- 
dents in the Merrimack Valley.

Now 

he had people complain not only because he was forced 

to drop the two cable channels, but alsa because he 

added two that were duplicates of stations he already | 
had!!! Poor Ed; you see, the government didn’t solve 

his problem.

Yesterday marked the beginning of democra- 
cy at Andover High School as the first ever 
House Meeting took place. 

“This is an exciting new step in student, fac- 
ulty and administration relations that will allow 
all three groups to work together for the benefit 
of the school,” says Christopher Abell, president 
of the Student Advisory Council. 

The House, a coalition of students, faculty and 
administration, is the vehicle to implement the 
constitution and student bill of rights that the 
1985-86 student government recently completed. 
All ruls, policies and decisions that affect the 
student body must now go through the House, 
which will meet at least once every two weeks. 

The 33 students, who have one vote each in the 
House Meeting, are the class officers and sen- 
ators from the sophomore, junior and senior 
classes and students on the Student Advisory 
Council, SAC. 

The three class advisors, student government 
advisor and ten faculty-elected staff members 
have one vote each. Thus, the faculty is rep- 
resented by 14 voting members. 

Both assistant principals, Mr. Hixon and Mr. 
Richardson, have a vote. The principal, Mrs. 
Jennings, does not have a vote, but, like the 
President of the United States, has the power to 
veto any rule that the House passes. 

The details of House Meeting make up a large 
part of the Andover High Constitution. There are 
also sections describing the process for electing 
student government members, their roles and 
responsibilities, the impeachment process and 
the process for adding amendments to the con- 
stitution. 

The 1985-86 student goverment has put a great 
deal of time and effort into the development of 
the document.

was considering it for a program con- 
nected with C.L.A.S.S., Inc. 

In previous years, the Knights of Co- 
lumbus had tried unsuccessfully to have 
the zoning of their parcel changed to In- 
dustrial D. In spite of its residential zon- 
ing, said Jeffrey Sheehy, the son of the 
parcel’s owner, the neighborhood was 
‘not an acceptable place to live.’’ He 
said that he and his father considered the 
proposed day care use for their land 
compatable with that of the old Knights’ 
hall, two parcels away, which will be 
leased to The Center for Handicapped 
Children, Inc., a facility that serves chil- 
dren under seven years of age with phys- 
ical, mental, emotional or multiple 
handicaps. ‘‘We feel comfortable with it 
(the use),’’ he said, ‘‘and we feel there’s 
a need in town for it.” 

Although board members agreed that 
the need for day care does exist in And- 
over, they voiced their opposition to the 
construction of a building with 17,000 
square feet of space on a relatively small 
lot. Also, members explained, the lot be- 
tween the proposed building site and the 
K. of C. hall, which also measures one- 
and-one-half acres, would be empty; the 
owner might return after construction 
with a request for use of that lot, further 
increasing the density of use. 

‘How would it (the building) work in 
the ID zone?”’ asked chairman Margaret 
Bradshaw. 

The building would not be possible with 
required ID setbacks on the site, replied 
engineer William MacLeod, Sullivan’s 
co-presenter, because the lot would not 
be large enough to accommodate them. 

Mused Bradshaw, ‘‘The town would be 
in a worse position with this building

Osgood said that he is aware that first- 
floor use of the building he is buying 
might be restricted to retail, restaurant 
or personal service use if the Town Meet- 
ing approves the creation of a proposed 
Retail Overlay Zone in the Park and Bar- 
nard Streets area. Although he said that 
he is ‘‘not in favor of that kind of zoning 
by the nature of what it is,’’ and feels 
that market pressures should be allowed 
to dictate downtown property use, he 
added that he intends to work with the 
town in his consideration of the alley’s 
future. 

Osgood has been involved in such de- 
velopments as the Bixby Buildings at 
Wilson’s Corner, several housing devel- 
opments and currently has development 
of condominiums at the former Osgood 
Mills property in the planning stages in 
North Andover.

Election Draws 376 Voters

One town official equated Andover’s town 
elections to a basketball team advancing to the 
next play-off round without even playing an 
opponent. 

Selectman Charles Wesson was referring to 
the no-contest election and the less than two and 
one-third voter turn-out during Monday’s town 
election. 

Monday’s fair weather brought out 376 voters 
out of the 16,000 registered to cast their ballots 
at Dunn Gymnasium. 

‘‘We were expecting a much larger number of 
voters,’ Town Clerk Elden Salter said. ‘‘It was 
the smallest number in modern times. But, it 
wasn’t that surprising in a no-contest election.”’ 

The voters that did get the opportunity to use 
the new voting machines were satisfied and con- 
sidered it an accurate and economic system for 
the town, according to the town clerk. 

The election resulted in the re-election of the 
incumbent six candidates: 

eSCHOOL COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN Donald 
Robb, 36 York Street, for his third successive 
three-year term. Robb received 302 votes. 

eSCHOOL COMMITTEE MEMBERRichard 
E. Neal, 1 Twinbrook Circle, was elected to his 
third, three-year term. Neal received 319 votes. 

eSELECTMAN Gerald H. Silverman, 56 Duf- 
ton Road, was elected to a third, three-year 
term on the board. Silverman received 319 
votes. 

eSELECTMANCharles H. Wesson, Jr., 13 
Marwood Drive, was re-elected to serve his sec- 
ond three-year term. Wesson received 320 votes. 

*ANDOVER HOUSING AUTHORITYmember 
Ronald C. Hajj, 22 Enmore St., was elected to to 
his first, full, five-year term. Hajj was appoint- 
ed in 1984 to finish out the unexpired term of 
Tom Eldred.

Gets Extension 


At its March 18 meeting, the Planning 
Board voted to grant the developers of 
“Great Heron Place,’’ a subdivision pro- 
posed for a location off Orchard Street, 
an extension of 45 days to resubmit pre- 
liminary plans. 

As submitted, plans for the five-acre 
subdivision featured three irregularly- 
shaped lots with houses and a back open 
space of 2.6 acres, located primarily in 
wetlands, which would be deeded to the 
town.

After fielding suggestions from the 
board on the plans, which had been 
scheduled for vote by March 28, the pre- 
senting engineer agreed to ask for the 
extension on behalf of the developer. The 
vote to extend was unanimous.

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‘School Computer 


Program Rapped 
By Birnbach

School Committee member David 
Birnbach informed fellow School Com- 
mittee members and school administra- 
tors that he was displeased with the pace 
that the Andover school system was 
keeping regarding update of computer 
equipment and courses in comparison 
with other school systems. 

Article 34 initially requested town 
meeting to agree to the sum of $75,000 to 
update computer equipment. The article 
included the request to purchase print- 
ers, disc drives, laser scanners, word 
processor and microcomputer equip- 
ment, memory expansion boards and 
computer center equipment for adminis- 
trative use. 

Birnbach’s objections were that propo- 
sals were made prior to an extensive 
needs assessment and that the computer 
equipment appeared to be set to update 
administrative needs and not education 
al needs. 

“T think this is the wrong way that we 
should be moving,” Birnbach said. ‘‘It 
was promised that we would be moving 
toward a three-year integrated computer 


plan and have tried to be patient and 
work with the people who are involved. 
I’m upset with the way we are spending 
the $75,000.”’ 

At the present time a needs assess- 
ment is being conducted in the school 
system by members of the school admin- 
istration, staff and representatives from 
private industry. Recommendations will 
be made later in the school year. 

The Andover School system is four or 
five years behind the Lexington and 
Lawrence school systems in computer 
curriculum and equipment, according t 
Birnbach. 

‘Recommending $75,000 at town meet- 
ing is a farce,’’ Birnbach said. ‘‘What we 
are currently offering in the school sys- 
tem is 100 percent obsolete. I wanted to 
keep quiet and I feel badly it had to come 
to this.”’ 

Birnbach illustrated courses that he 
would like to see introduced into the 
school curriculum. The courses involved 
the use of computers in the math depart-

Misinformation On_ 
Transportation 
Policy Scored 


School Business Administrator Frank 
Paul informed the School Committee 
that new residents to the town are re- 
ceiving promises from realtors and de- 
velopers regarding school bus 
transportation for their children that the 
school department can’t deliver. 

‘Irate parents have informed me that 
they are being promised by zealous de- 
velopers and realtors that the bus will 
stop at their front door. We are being 
oversold about our ability, in order to 
sell a house,’’ Paul said. 

New home buyers are often unaware of 
School Committee policy regarding 
school bus transportation, according to 
Paul. 

The School Committee policy, based on 
the state law, states that elementary 
school children are entitled to ride on the 
school bus if they live farther than one 
and one-half miles from the school and 
two miles from the school for secondary 
school students. If an area is proved by 
school administrators and police to be 
hazardous, students can be eligible for 
bus service below the set radius. 


“We are already doing in it in many 
cases,’’ Paul told the committee. 

Ruling that an area is hazardous is the 
result of hundreds and hundreds of on 
sight studies by police and school admin- 
istrators, according to Paul. 

There are currently 29 elementary 
school children within one and one-half 
mile limit who walk to school, according 
to statistics provided by Paul. 

The analysis of riders and walkers at 
various mileage points between the 
schoolhouse and residence was a result 
of a request by the committee for the 
statistics. This sprung from an appeal 
from a Wabanaki Way parent to change 
the policy during a March 13 meeting of 
the School Committee, informing them 
that North Andover, Tewksbury, Wil- 
mington and Westwood and a number of 
towns had already changed the policy. 

The suggestion for holding a joint dis- 
cussion between the Selectmen and the 
School Committee regarding town policy 
toward school bus transportation was 
made by School Committee member 
Susan Poore.

Sidewalks Needed 


An article to be considered at the annual town 
meeting, which gets underway April 7, asks 
appropriation of $90,000 for sidewalk construction 
in Ballardvale. 

There is opposition to the proposal from the 
town’s official family, but frankly, those who gov- 
ern the town, namely residents attending town 
meeting, should look favorably on the proposal. 

Vale residents, if for no other reason than being 
rewarded for their patience in putting up with 
severe traffic problems imposed upon them by 
industrial development, deserve walks to im- 
prove personal safety in the village. 

But, approval of sidewalk contruction should be 
more than just a reward. It should be a recogni- 
tion by the town of the need to provide safety 
measures for a section of the community which is 
in dire need for such measures. 

Among reasons given for disapproval of the 
item are such things as a need for a master plan 
for sidewalk construction throughout the town, 
the particular area is not a high priority item, 
and the usual response, can’t afford it this year, 
wait ’till next. 

All of the reasoning is ridiculous. 

A long time ago there was some semblance of a 
master plan for sidewalk construction in And- 
over, which like so many other plans and consul- 
tant’s recommendations is collecting dust 
somwhere, or rightfully got thrown out when 
town offices were moved. 


Among the recommendations at that tume was 
installation of sidewalks along Haverhill street to 
provide safety for youngsters going to and from 
the new YMCA. 

The new Y is over ten years old and there is no 
sign of new sidewalks being built in the area. 

If such construction work is to be prioritized, 
why hasn’t it been done long before now? 

If there are other areas more important and in 
need of attention before Ballardvale, they either 
should be addressed, or at least some planning 
done to respond to the need. 

As for the wait until next year, that is the re- 
sponse given to many an item appearing in an- 
nual town meeting warrants. Greatest example 
of following that philosophy is the condition of 
Andover schools where the maintenance budget 
is traditionally cut, rather than attending to prob- 
lems. 

Having followed that theory, the town is now 
faced with major response to such items as roofs, 
walls, or putting it realistically, extensive and 
costly repairs to municipal property. 

Ballardvale residents have asked for little over 
the years, with the exception of some relief for 
the traffic problems. An interchange to the Low- 
ell Junction industrial area continues to be talked 
about, but chances of its reality seem slim. 

It, therefore, seems reasonable to respond fa- 
vorably to the request for funding the sidewalk 
project in Ballardvale. 


Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago — March 1911 

What might have proved to be a serious fire and caused 
the loss of one of the blocks on Main Street occured on 
Tuesday evening shortly after seven o’clock, when a blaze 
was discovered in West’s bakery. The bakery is in the 
cellar under the shop and the chief seat of the trouble was 
in the front part of the cellar. At the time that the depart- 
ment was summoned, flames and smoke were pouring out 
from the bakery window, and the situation looked alarm- 
ing. After a short time, however, the fireman got the 
smoke under control. 

Andover people may be interested to know that Miss 
Florence Lincoln, the author of the prize play, ‘‘The End 
of the Bridge,’’ now running at the Castle Square Theatre 
in Boston, in the daughter of the late Rev. Varnum Lincoln 
of this town. 

The annual contest for the J.W. Barnard prizes will take 
place in Punchard Hall this evening and is anticipated as 
the subjects of the essays to be presented are all much- 
mooted questions of the present day. 

Andover has now enjoyed the services of a visiting 
nurse for three years. For two and a half years Miss 
Dodge has given all her time to this work and the people of 
Andover heartily appreciate her ability and devotion. 

An excellent performance of ‘‘Twelfth Night” was given 
Tuesday evening by senior classes at Abbot Academy to a 
large and enthusiastic audience. The costumes and scen- 
ee were effective and the play went smoothly and rap- 
idly. 

50 Years Ago — March 1936 

With the waters of the Shawsheen river having receded 

after the worst flood in the town’s history, Andover spent 


the week repairing the damage caused by the swollen 
stream. Because of the danger to health conditions in And- 
over, none of the families which had to vacate were allow- 
ed to return until after the premises had been thoroughly 
cleaned and inspected by the Board of Health. 

National Guard troops from Salem and Lynn guarded 
the community last weekend, after all electric power 
failed. The only lights in the Square came from floodlights 
borrowed from Melrose, which also sent a small genera- 
tor. 

On Monday, a squad of 200 boys from 167 Co., C.C.C. 
descended on Shawsheen Village and began the job of 
cleaning up homes, yards and roadways. Twenty-five 
trucks of the C.C.C. were placed in service. The offices of 
the selectmen, town clerk and Board of Health were trans- 
ferred to the Aberdeen building to facilitate the handling 
of the work. Many of the families have moved back to 
their homes. 

Marland and Shawsheen Villages were the only sections 
of Andover affected by the flood caused by the Merrimack 
River backing up. The Marland Mill dam prevented the 
water from going back into the Vale, although at the peak 
of the flood a mere ripple showed where the dam had 
been. It was early Saturday morning that the river started 
receding after having caused the cessation of electric 
light, the vacating of homes, a near drowning, and the 
rerouting of all Boston-Lawrence traffic out through West 
Andover and into Lawrence via Beacon street at the peak 
of the flood. The traffic lighht in Shawsheen square was 
barely visible above the water. Just a small portion of the 
police box was to be seen, and nothing much more than

Hazardous Waste 


Hindsight is terrific. Why didn’t citizens 
demand controls on hazardous waste years ago 
when its dangers were first apparent? 

I remember, not long ago, when a handful of 
environmentalists ran around warning of poten- 
tial water contamination. They were considered 
candidates for the ‘‘funny 
farm,”’ instead of candidates 
for public office. Government 
regulation of industry’s pro- 
duction and disposal of chemi- 
cals was a radical idea which, § 
many warned, would limit eco- 
nomic growth and competition. 

Now, of course, taxpayers 
are faced with the financial 
and health consequences of in- 
action. Over 40 Massachusetts 
communities have already lost public or private 
wells, due to chemical contamination, and sus- 
pected dumpsites threaten hundreds of others. 


Despite many emergency measures and the 
expenditure of millions of dollars, we are mov- 
ing at a snail’s pace in cleaning up hazardous 
waste. I am currently working on legislation 
which will amend the state Superfund law by 
requiring an accelerated and comprehensive ef- 
fort to find and clean up the state’s dumpsites. 


The Hazardous Waste Cleanup Bill (S.1132) 
requires that DEQE (Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering), within two years, 
complete a program to identify as many poten- 
tial sites as possible and outline a series of 
timeline requirements for cleanup. The net re- 
sult of this timetable will be that within six 
years some 400 already confirmed priority sites 
will be contained and over 1,000 new sites will be 
reviewed. 


Currently, there are no standards for judging 
when a dumpsite has been ‘‘cleaned up.’’ For 
many types of sites, permanent cleanup techno- 
logies are available today. For others, nec- 
essary technologies are in the developmental 
stages. Where used, temporary solutions must 
ensure that substantial hazards to health or the 
environment are controlled and designed to be 
effective for at least 15 years. 


Perhaps the most controversial provision of 
S.1132 deals with public participation. Often citi- 
zens in communities with sites are not aware of 
the cleanup decision process, let alone the re- 
sults of testing. The bill provides that within 30 
days after a site investigation, DEQE must pub- 
lish a notice in area newspapers summarizing 
what was found. Public meetings, which involve 
citizens in the cleanup plan, would be mandato- 


ry. 


The wisdom and cost of mandating, by law, a 
timeline for this cleanup effort will be hotly de- 
bated. Ironically, if the threatened loss of a re- 
source as vital as our drinking water were due 
to an enemy, we would be outraged, angered 
and charged for action. We would, as this bill 
oe declare an emergency and act accord- 
ingly.

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Ballardvale Residents Seek 


Sidewalks For Safety 


Walking with her children to the li- 
brary, a woman ducks behind the near- 
est roadside telephone pole to avoid an 
oncoming truck. 

It is not a scenario common to down- 
town Andover. But it is a daily fact of life 
in Ballardvale, say two sponsors of a 
warrant article which would provide for 
the construction of sidewalks in the heart 
of that community. 

“The traffic situation in Ballardvale 
has been abominable for a very long 
time,’”’ says Sherron Heller, president of 
the Ballardvale Improvement Associa- 
tion (BVIS). ‘We're sort of a unique

than if we’d zoned it ID.”” The impact of 
Sheehy’s proposal on the neighborhood 
would be severe, she concluded. 

Roger Collins, a realtor who has been 
involved in the proposal, commented, 
‘We tried to look at the site in that the 
town of Andover needs this kind of serv- 
ice.”’ The area in question, he said, was 
one of the best places available as far as 
the potential impact of the proposed use. 

Ultimately, the board decided to rec- 
ommend to the ZBA that Sheehy com- 
bine the adjoining lots, to bring the total 
land parcel up to three acres, and consid- 
er building a smaller single-story build- 
ing on the combined lot. 

Tuesday night’s scrutiny was not Gwen 
Hedrick’s first discouraging experience 
in her quest to open a day care center. 
Approximately one year ago, she failed 
to get a ZBA special permit for a center 
proposed for Lowell Street and Wildrose 
Drive because of traffic and delivery-ac- 
cess problems. 

More recently, Hedrick received a per- 
mit to locate her business on North 
Street. Neighbors militated against that 
proposal on the grounds that noise from 
the center would be a detriment to the 
area, so she dropped her plans. 

This winter, Hedrick made an offer on 
the old K. of C. hall, but Gus Sheehy 
overbid her and acquired the building. 
Knowing of her desire to open a center, 
Sheehy approached her about leasing 
space in a building he planned to con- 
struct. 

Hedrick admitted that the Planning 
Board’s reaction to her proposal dis- 
turbed her. She said she couldn’t under- 
stand the objection to housing 190 
children on the site, considering that ‘‘at 
the end of the street, you have 10,000 em- 
ployees of Raytheon.”’ 

Hedrick has lived in Andover for 27 
years, and feels that the town has a dis- 
tinct need for ‘‘a qualified program led 
by someone who really cares about the 
children.’’ However,although she has re- 
ceived a high degree of positive feedback 
on her day care concept—and although 
she already has a waiting list of children 
whose parents wish to enroll them in a 
September session—Hedrick says that 
she will probably not make a fourth at- 
tempt at opening a center if her present 
plans do not come through. ‘‘I’ve been at 
this now for two years,’’ she said. “‘It 
would be obvious to me that Andover is 
not concerned enough to let anybody in.”’

community in Andover. We’ve got a lot 
of pedestrian traffic—people walking to 
the stores, the playground, the library.”’ 

Those pedestrians, Heller continues, 
often find themselves walking in the 
street—which has become grossly over- 
loaded over the past few years with traf- 
fic from nearby industries. Heller and 
other Ballardvale residents want the 
Town Meeting assembly to recognize the 
absence of sidewalks—some of which 
have been paved over to street level 
when the road has been resurfaced—as a 
safety hazard, and to correct it by appro- 
priating $90,000 for the construction of 
granite-curbed walks along Andover 
Street, Tewksbury Street and Clark 
Road. 

‘‘We felt there had to be a clear delin- 
eation between the street and the side- 
walk,’’ says Heller. ‘‘Granite curbs are 
very visible; they would raise the level 
of the sidewalk so that cars wouldn’t be 
able to park on it. 

‘‘We want Ballardvale to remain a safe 
little community where people can walk 
and bike,” she says. ‘‘With 15,000 cars a 
day driving down the street, that’s not 
possible. We’re worried about somebody 
getting killed; until that happens, we’re 
afraid that nothing will be done.”’ 

Richard Bowen, a former Andover se- 
lectman and town manager who lives in 
Ballardvale, helped draft the warrant ar- 
ticle. He feels the request is justified, not 
only by the conditions as he sees them, 
but by the town’s own description of the 
area’s traffic problems. Two years ago, 
he says, when the town studied the possi- 
blity of building a new interchange on I- 
93, it published a report in which it ac- 
knowledged that Ballardvale suffers 
from a number of traffic-based public 
safety concerns. The report noted that 
the Ballardvale roads are narrow and 
winding, explains Bowen, and that they 
are poorly suited to carry the high vol- 
ume of traffic they receive from local 
industries such as the Gillette Corpora- 
tion. 

The prospective interchange never got 
built, says Bowen, and the town did noth- 
ing to alleviate the safety problems it ac- 
knowledged. ‘‘If you agree that I have a 
problem—a serious problem—and you 
refuse to deal with it,’’ he says, ‘“Some- 
thing is breaking down. They have 
agreed that the problem exists; it seems 
to me there’s always got to be an an- 
swer.”’ 

Bowen also helped establish the figure 
of $90,000 for the work on approximately 
4,635 feet of roadway. He admits that he 
underestimated the price per foot of the 
construction when he put the article to- 
gether, but adds that he also overesti- 
mated the footage. In actuality, the two 
figures will balance each other out fairly 
well, he says. 

To critics who would consider the pau- 
city of sidewalks in Ballardvale a ‘“‘lo- 
cal” problem, Bowen says, “Industrial 
development in Lowell Junction has ben- 
efited the whole town by lowering taxes. 
But the section of town that has to deal 
with the attendant problems is Ballard- 
vale. It’s not fair for you to benefit from 
the development and not have to help 
pay for it.”’ 

Members of the Finance Committee 
recently voted against the article. Fin- 


com chairman Kd Kulsar says that the 
committee considered the Ballardvale 
request a ‘‘one-shot deal.”’ 

“The town should have an overall plan 
to improve sidewalks...you have master 
plans for roads and sewers; you should 
have a master plan for this sort of 
thing,”’ he says. : 

Furthermore, Kulsar says, the com- 
mittee felt that Andover’s limited finan- 
cial resources should be committed to 
items that carried a higher priority. 
‘Dollar-wise, the town has other prob- 
lems it should be addressing,’’ he says. 

Sherron Heller disagrees. Priorities, 
she suggests, are where individual resi- 
dents of the town find them. ‘‘You base 
your priorities on where you live,’’ she 
says. ‘‘I think the town has never had a 
town-wide master plan for sidewalks. 
They never will have. That’s why we de- 
cided to go the private article route...I 
don’t know how they (Fincom) could 
read their own reports and not see the 
need for sidewalks in Ballardvale.”’ 

Richard Bowen also considers the Fin- 
com disapproval a ‘‘put-down.’’ When 
committee members suggested that ‘“‘We 


can’t afford to do it this year,” he says, 
“T said, ‘okay, when will you do it?’ The 
silence was deafening.’’ 

As for a plea for town-wide planning, 
Bowen says that, during his tenure on 
the Board of Selectmen (1976-1979), he 
raised the issue of sidewalk repair in 
particular and long-range capital im- 
provements in general. He was asked to 
develop a bylaw to establish a town-wide 
policy for capital improvements. 

He did as he was asked. “‘The Finance 
Committee disapproved it,” he says. 
“They said they’d do it without a by- 
law.”’ Bowen agreed to withdraw his pro- 
posal, and the town established capital 
improvements policy. ‘‘It existed for two 
or three years,” he says, ‘‘Then it died.’’ 

So now, like deller, Bowen feels it is 
time for Ballardvale residents to take 
their situation to Town Meeting, and to 
allow the assembly to vote on what he 
considers an issue of public safety that 
the town government refuses to confront. 
“Of course, if you stop to think about it,”’ 
he adds wryly, ‘‘We could enact a bylaw 
to prohibit walking in Ballardvale.”’

Birnbach objected to the fact that a 
concrete plan for the direction of the 
computer needs assessment was prom- 
ised to be completed for proposal by Feb- 
uary, by the school administration.

ages, student projects and case studies 
and visits from professionals who rou- 
tinely use computers in the workplace. 

The result of the courses would be that 
students would understand what a com- 
puter is, and how it processes data to 
produce information, know through first 
hand experience, how the computer can 
solve personal, business and scientific 
problems. In addition, students would be 
able to recognize and articulate prob- 
lems that can be solved with the aid of 
computer technology, know how to as- 
sess, manipulate and store information 
and demonstrate an understanding of the 
social issues facing society with respect 
to computers and information proc- 
essing, according to Birnbach.

Parents are being very vocal about the 
purchase of computer equipment going 
towards educational purposes versus ad- 
ministration and business use, according 
to School Committee member Susan 
Poore.

renovation to support the appropriation. 
“T regret sitting here and not voting for 
this,” she said, but added that she felt 
that any developer could have come to 
town, taken a look at the empty building, 
and put clear plans together for its use in 
a relatively short time. ‘‘I don’t feel that 
the town has that,” she said. ‘‘The dis- 
cussion should have come before this.” 

The board’s vote on the second article, 
which would have authorized the select- 
men to lease space in the hall to ‘‘AVIS, 
Andover Historical Society, Andover 
Federal Credit Union, or other non-profit 
or governmental agencies or groups”’, 
was one of unanimous disapproval.
